Talcum-Powder 
Tragedy In France 


“T"l) never forget the look in 


\my little Claude’s. eyes,” on’e 


mother said. “He was only a 
littlé thing then — 18 months— 
but he looked as if he wanted to 
tell me something. And all the 
time I just kept rubbing on 
more of that powder.” 

The powder, as a court in 
Bordeaux heard last month) in 
harrowing detail, was a bables 
taleum powder called Baumol 
which pharmacist Jacques Caze- 
nave mixed in 1-ton batches and 
sold for use on babies’ diaper 
rash and other skin’ complaints 
until it was suddenly taken off 
the market in 1952. By then doc- 
tors Were being’ driven frantic 
by a wave of infant mortalities 
that struck like a plague out 
of the Middle Ages. Symptoms 
were always the same: Violent 
rashes which refused to respond 
to treatment. And when mothers 
dabbed on Baumol the rashes 
got worse; in a few days the 
helpless child would die. 

Seventy-three babies died this 
way and at least 290 others were 
made desperately ill before in- 


public for the first time last 
week — revealed that in 1951 
Cazenave had mixed up two 
batches of powder in which 
arsenic was 
‘harmless zinc oxide. 


The French Government, af- 
ter seven years of laboriously 
tracking down the parents of 
the dead children, accused Ca- 
zenave of “grave professional 
error.” “I admit all my errors,” 
the druggist replied. “I didn’t 
have the time . . . to perform 
an analysis of the ingredients.” 

Now 59 and a haunted and 
broken man, Cazenave sat for- 
lornly ina courtroom packed 
with the parents who sprinkled 
their tots with “the talcum pow- 
der that kills.” He is charged 
with “involuntary homicide” — 
for which the maximum penalty 
is two years in prison..This is 
the same sentence now being 
served by French pharmacist 
George Feuillet who in 1957 
was found guilty of manufac- 
turirig a poison-laden “cure” for 
pimples which killed 102 per- 
sons, — From NEWSWEEK. 


Eight-Year-Olds 
Enjoy Geometry! 


“T like arithmetic,” said John 
Crabbe. “But I like geometry 
better.” The statement was re- 
markable for the simple reason 
that John Crabbe is only 8 years 
old. Together with 3.000 second 
and third graders in the Palo 
Alto., Calif., area, John is study- 
ing rudimentary plane geometry 
including the formation of fig- 
ures and measurement of angles. 
What's more, he and his class- 
mates are grasping the subject 
easily. Backed by a $32,000 Car- 
negie Corp. grant, the. experi- 
ment is the brain child of two 
professors at nearby Stantord 
University, Dr Patrick Suppes 
and Dr. Newton Hawley, authors 
of a 161-page textbook, “Geo- 
metry for Primary Grades.” 

"We think it’s possible to give 
them something that tenth 
graders don't have time to ab- 
sorb.” said Dr. Suppes recently.

Why Women Live 
Longer Than Men 


While American Then ogle the 
opulent curves of a Monroe or 
Bardot, American women have 
been getting thinner. While 
American women sigh over the 
hard lean frames of Hudson and 
Holden; their own men have 
been growing fat. In fact, the 
average 25-year-old American 
woman today weighs a good 5 
pounds less than her mother did 
.30 years ago, but the average 
American man of 25 weighs 
about 5 pounds more than his 
father at the same age. 


That was what the Society of 
Actuaries, which has a way with 
figures, reported last month. In 
an attempt to find out why 
people die before insurance com- 
panies think they should, the 
society compiled the weights, 
heights, and causes of death for 
nearly 5 million Americans who 
have died in the past twenty 
years. The massive report—the 
biggest statistical study to date 
in the health field — confirms 
what the insurance men thought 
all along: Fat Americans are 
poor insurance risks because 
they are more likely to die of 
diabetes, digestive disorders, 
and heart disease. 


The last such study was made 


* emboider, 


in 1929. And the average aga, 
height, and weight | statistles 
can still be seen on the charts 
tacked to thousands of penny 
scales. But even though the new 


average weight for American 


men is higher (5 pounds .more 
in young adulthood, less with 
increasing age) and for women 
lower (by several pounds for 
all ages) the insurance men are 
not suggesting that these are 
the best weights for good health. 
They found that, for both sexes, 
the lowest mortality at ages 
over 30 was among people who 
tipped the scales at about 20 
pounds below average. 


What has caused the national 
change in weight? Good food, 
the insurance report said, is the 
main reason why American men 
have gained weight. As for 
American women, they are 
lighter than 30 years agq pri- 
marily because of “the greater 
vogue of slenderness.”

House Of Commons 
Honors Churchill 


Sir Winston Churchill has- 
just scaled another pinnacle — 


he has taken his bow as Father’ 
of the 


House of Commons. 

When most public figures of 
fourscore years and five would 
be —— retired, Sir Win- 
stone was in his parliamentary 
seat with a beaming face when 
the new Parliament got down 
to business for the first time, 
Oct. 27, 


Prime Minister Harold Mac- 
millan made a gracious bow to 


‘Sir Winston when welcoming . 


him as the new Father of the 
House. Mr. Macmillan was 
speaking about the changes 
which the nt election had 
brought about in the faces as- 
sembled in Parliament. 

Then the Prime Minister said, 
“Fortunately, one great figure 
remains — a rock that resists 
the floods either of time or en- 
noblement — my Right Honor- 
able friend the Member for 
Woodford (Sir Winston Church- 
ill) who has now added another 
distinction to the many which 
he has gained over the year.” 

There was laughter from the 
packed Commons at the Prime 
Minister’s remark that ennoble- 
ment had failed to remove~Sir 
Winston from the House of 
Commons. 

It is the custom in Britain that 
most Prime Ministers are given 
earldoms when they have com- 
pleted their service in the high- 


times there have been Ear! 
Baldwin, Earl Lioyd George, 
and Earr Attlee. - 

Sir Winston is. considered to 
be in a classification all his own 
on account of the fabulous ser- 
vices he has rendered to’ his 
country. 

Of course he could have had 
an earldom if he had wanted 


to have long been eager to con- 
fer ane of the highest titles on 
him. Or he could have had a 
dukedom which is reported to 
have been offered to him by 
King George VI after World 
War II. - 

A dukedom is at the very top 
ef the aristocratic ranking and 
appears to be reserved these 
days for members of the Royal 
Family. Prince Philip was made 
Duke of Edinburgh and Prince 
Charles, the Duke of Cornwall. 

But Sir Winston has remained 
a commoner accepting only the 
Knighthood of the Garter which 
does ‘not preclude him from sit- 
ting in the House of Commons. 

Why has he not become an 
earl or a duke? 

There are, various explana- 
tions. One is that nothing would 
induce him to change the rich 
and honoured name of Church- 
il] except. to become the Duke 
of Marlborough, which in :-Eng- 
lish history is as rich and hon- 
oured a’ name as Churchill. 

But there already is a Duke of 
Marlborough who is head of the 
Churchill family. Sir Winston 
was the offspring of a younger 
son of an earlier Duke of Marl- 
borough. 

If his father had been an 
elder son and heir to the duke- 
dom, Sir Winston most likely 


Minister of Britain. And in that 
case the history of Britain and 
even the world conceivably 
could have been different, re- 
membering the Battle of Britain 
days, writes Peter Lyne in the 
Christian Science Monitor.

And Sir Winston 
is said to be anxious to avoid 
their being harassed and 
thwarted in their political ca- 
reers by hereditary barriers be- 
cause their granddad took a 
peerage from a grateful nation. 


\[hese hereditary barriers may 
or may not be removed in the 
near future. But Sir Winston, in 
the meantime, remains Sir Win- 
ston. 

Why hasn’t Sir Winston been 
Father of the House of Com- 
mons before, considering that he 
firét entered it nearly 60 years, 
ago? The answer is that the title 
of Father of the House goes to 
the MP who has sat there for 
the largest number of consecu- 
tive years. 

Sir Winston had a gap from 
1922 to 1924 after being defeated 
at the polls. 


Toying With Rockets 


The aecident rate among ama- 
teur rocket enthusiasts is pro- 
portionately higher than among 
United States motorists. Ridicu- 
lous? Not if you face the statis- 
tics brought forth by the Ameri- 
can Rocket Society. 

The organization—which pre- 
sently is calling for an end to 
rocket experimentation by non- 
professional rockateers—reveals 
that 162 rocket-incurred  in- 


juries were inflicted to an -esti- 


mated 10,000 persons engaged in 
amateur rocket experiments. 
The society should be backed 


. to the hilt in its plea that ama- 


teurs be restricted from experi- 
menting with the dangerous 
homemade packages. It points 
out that novice rocketeers are 
not only -inviting disaster in 
manufacturing propellants and 
rockets, but also by attempting 
to launch the vehicles. 

Parents and teachers. have a 
major responsibility to warn 
youngsters of the many dangers 
they face in, toying with home- 
made rockets.

each mother in turn. 

One such dealer was the rich 
Princess Aja Pentso belonging 
to a noble family, Pretty, slim 
and delicate, with powdered face 
and rouged lips, 
through the streets on high-heel- 
ed shoes, accompanied by husky 
girls carrying her merchandise. 

Thanks to her wealth, beauty 
and charm, she did a roaring 
tirade, sometimes cornering the 
market in saffron or dry rhubarb 


Tibetans who would rather sell 
their goods a little cheaper to 
beauty than at a higher price to 
a less attractive woman. 


The girl-porters had the busi- 


ness fever, too. When not en- 
gaged in tea-carrying, they kept 
watch for some arriving 
strang@l, especially one coming 
from the highlands. They would 
ask him if he had. gold dust, 
musk, saffron or corn to dis- 
pose of. 


Not knowing where to go or 
what price to ask, he usually ac- 
cepted the offer to help. A bar- 
gain was struck over a cup of 
wine and (the proceeds of the 
sale duly delivered in the even- 
ing at an appointed place. 


The man was happy over the 
deal, the. following evening 
there might be more drinks and 
a dance at a caravanserai. 


Brick tea, for ages China» 
‘chief export to Tibet, is carried 
from, Yaan to Tachienlu over 
lone mountain tracks by strange, 
pitiful; almost sub-human Szech- 
uan-Chinese porters with bluish- 
yellow wizened faces and unsee- 
ing eyes, 

Clad in rags, they resemble 
Galking corpses. As they are 
paid by weight they sometimes 
carry as much as one hundred 
and eighty pounds. They stagger 
along in the rarefied mountain 
air like automata, .sometimes 
collapsing in the snow and frost 
by the roadside to die unmourn- 
ed. . 

All their energy for this grim 
task comes from opium, without 
which they could not live. 

When Goullart went = up- 
country to Garthar to start a 
modern creamery ata cattle farm 
there, news came of a Tibetan 
uprising near adjacent Kanze. 
It was, so the rumors ran, due 
to the matrimonial entangle- 
ments of its ruling Grand Duch- 
ess, Detchin Wangmo. She was 
believed to have shot her twenty- 
fifth husband and to be enam- 
oured of .a handsome young Ti- 
betan from another tribe. The 
Provincial government wanted 
to prevent this new marriage, 
fearing that the alliance would 
make her too powerful. 

Refugees reached Garthar 
with panic tales of cruelty and 
pillage and of raids by fierce 
Hsiangchen tribesmen incensed 
by the exactions of rapacious 
Szechuanese soldiers. 

Chinese settlers and merch- 
ants in Garthar hurriedly pack- 
ed their goods and with their 
caravans headed for the safety 
of Tachienlu. Goullart soon fol- 
lowed, and on a 15,000-foot pass 
between snow peaks had the 
terrifying experience of losing 
his caravan in dense fog.

Last Saturday we went to the 
official opening of Ontario's 
newest hospital — that is, . the 
“Milton District Hospital.” It 
was a great day for the Board of 
Directors as there has probably 


been more controversy over this. 


one 62-bed hospital than any in 
Ontario. The public was apathe- 
tic, Getting local funds was like 
trying to draw blood from a 
stone. The need for a_ hospital 
was great yet the man in the 
street seemed to lack faith in 
the ability of the directors to 
plan, build and maintain a local 
hospital. This was largely the 
result of what some people con- 
sidered over-spending in the ini- 
tial planning. Which was a pity 
as there was never a_ harder 
working board of directors. How- 
ever, after almost six years of 
endeavour the hospital is now 
getting organised to receive its 
first patients, replacing the 16- 
bed private hospital that has 
served the district for 16 years. 


The new hospital is very mod- 


‘ern, very spacious and exceed- 


ingly airy and attractive, com- 
paring favourably with any that 
have been built in recent vears. 
Naturally the cost has been high 
— prohibitive, according to some 
people. But then, doesn't . that 
apply to all hospitals, big or 
small? As I wandered through 
the wards.and corridors I won- 


™ 


dered if there was any wav of . 


cutting the initial cost. I hit on 
one or two ideas. Here thev are 
for what they may be worth. 


As you know any public build- 
ing must be government-approv- 
ed to qualify for provincial 
grants and since hospitals follow 
more or. less along the lines of 
a chosen blueprint, some with a 
one-floor plan, others with mul- 
tiple floors, why then couldn't 
the Department of Health and 
Welfare have blueprints available 
to meet the need of any planning 
board -and ‘thus cut down ‘on 
architectural fees, which run to 
quite a sizable figure. It might 
not make too much difference in 
the overall expenditure but even 
one small economy would be a 
step in the right direction, The 
same idea could apply to schools 
and institutions. 

Another saving might be effect- 
ed in the initial publicity cam- 
paigns for raising funds. Local 


papers do a wonderful job ad- 
vertising worthwhile causes and 
there are always public spirited 
men and women who will under- 
take voluntary services in. the 
interest of their own community, 
Why then spend thousands of 
dollars on outside help to publi- 
size local fund-raising projects? 
Arouse the interest of prominent 
men and women there are 
alwavé born. leaders in every 
community let them be the 
ones to spark the campaign They 
know the type of people with 
whom they must deal -— far bet- 
ter, | would say, than a hired 
campaign manager. That's how 
it appears to me anyway 

As for the completed hospital, 
that is andther story | don't 
think anyone should miss an 
opportunity to go on a pre 
opening tour of inspection of any 
new local hospital 


It is quite ap 
education, To my way of thin! 
ing one of the best features of 


modern hospitals is the “recovery 
room,” usually a room with from 
two to four beds, where patients 
are taken while still partly un- 
der anaesthesia following an 
operation. A nurse is constantly 
in attendance ‘at this critical 
stage in the patient’s  post- 
operative period. Perhaps I ap- 
preciate this advance.in nursing 
care because of my own experi- 
ence about 20 years ago. 


At that time, following. a 
major operation, | “came to” in 
my own private room . alone. 
Not even realizing I had been in 
surgery I thought I wanted to 
go to the bathroom. I attempted 
to get out of bed. One of the 
nurses came in and found me on 
the floor. Special nurses had 
been engaged to care for me 


‘but I was supposed not to need 


any special attention until later 
in’ the day. It just shows you 
never can tell. It was an un- 
pleasant experience and v1.2 
that could hardly happen today. 
Another thing I gained from that 
time was a piece of worthwhile 
advice given me by one of my 
“snecials” — a nurse who had 
the reputation of being the best 
in the hospital. She said if it 
were necessary to cut down on 
expenses it was better to choose 
a public ward and special nurs- 
ing rather than a private room 
with less fiursing. . Partner 
thought this good advice and 
when he had to go to the To- 
ronto General for observation 
some years later he insisted on 
a public ward. He was there for 
three weeks and never regretted 
it, 

Well I hope you won't con- 
sider this to be a gloomy 
column. It isn’t meant to be. So 
far as 1 can see a stay in any 
good hospital isn’t the ordeal it 
used to be: We should be thank- 
ful for our modern 
especially under our present 
pre-paid Ontario Hospital Insur- 
ance,

Dysentery, the country’s No. 1 
killer, claims hundreds of vic- 
tims yearly, yet the people dare 
not risk offending their deities 
by launching anti-fly campaigns. 

The one sacrifice they allow 
themselves to make annually is a 
yak, which, they say, the gods 
need in order to be appeased. 


Navy Nicknames 


Have you noticed that sailors 
of to-day are hardly ever called 
“Jack Tars” as they were up to 
the beginning of the first World 
War? Nicknames die hard in the 
Navy, but it’s easy to see why 
“Jack Tar” is seldom heard to- 
day. 

It dates back to the seven- 
teenth century, the “Tar” in 
those days signifying the ordin- 
ary sailor's job, Tar was one of 
the most important things in any 
sailing ship. It often covered a 
sailor’s hands and clothes all the 
time he was on duty. 


It used to be said that sailors 
had a nickname for everything. 
Some nicknames are still widely 
used in the Navy. They include 
“The Owner,” “The Bloke” and 
“Jimmy-the-One” — the sailor's 
names for the captain, comman- 
der and first lieutenant of his 
ship. ‘Gunnery-Jack” was once 
common for.the gunnery lieuten- 
ant. Chaplains were called “Devil 
Dodgers.” Navigating officers 
were “Navyvies.”

On careless brain the council 
warns: 

“Don't be angry with these fools 
Ignore them and play it safe your- 
self. Anger, in itself, is a traffic 
danger. An excited, irate motorist 


will do things he knows he shouldn’ ty 


do.” 
SAFE- DRIVING TIPS— 

The council also offers these driv- 
ing tips! 

Cold Motor—Let your engine warm 
up before you start driving in traffic. 
Otherwise it might stall. 

Wipers—Keep wipers clear of ac- 
cumulated ice, and don’t wait until 
the windshield is clogged with snow 
or mud before turning them on, 


Rear Window—Take time out to: 


keep rear windows clear. 
Traction—Any auto can get stuck 
on ice or in snow. Carry something 
to vide traction. Try a pair of 
rough-surface roofing _ shingles, 
lengths of .chicken-coop wire or 
sheets of corrugated cardboard. 


Skidding—Slow down on slippery | 


roads. If a skid starts, turn the 
front wheels in the direction of the 
skid, 

Stopping—Pump the brake pedal 
several times, don’t just push it ori. 
Pumping avoids locking the wheels 
and puttihg the car completely out 
of control, 

Space—Cars need more space be- 
tween each other in winter time. 
Sudden stops by other motorists, 
stalled. cars, pedestrians camouflaged | 
by falling snow or hidden by deep 
drifts are all reasons why you should 
leave plenty of room to stop. 

Stuck—If your car is stuck in 
snow, clear the front wheels first. 
A vehicle will overcome rear-wheel

Solve Mystery Of 


The Koala Bears 


Although Port Jackson, near 
Sydney, was discovered and 
mamed By Captain Cook, no. 
white men settled there until 
1788, when a smal] colony was 
founded. Ten years later, a 


young man from this colony set . 


off to explore the land behind 
the port. On this journey he was 
d to discover one of Aus- 


destine 
' tralia’s most delightful animals. 
After tra 


velling some sixty 
miles he reached the Blue Moun- 
tains, and here he came across 
an enchanting sight. Sitting in 
the trees were great numbers of 
tiny, bear-like creatures, with 
large heads, big furry ears, and 
prominent noses looking like 


-blobs of black rubber stuck in 


the middle of their rather hu- 
morous-lookfhg faces. The Aus- 
tralian natives called them 
koalas, so to the white settlers 
they became koala bears. 

The koala bear has a pouch 
and is not related to real bears. 
Its young are born at a very 
early stage of development, 
which is completed in the pouch. 
Even when the. well-developed 
offspring finally emerges after 
spending several months in the 
pouch, it still stays with its 
mother, riding on her back, un- 
til it is about a year old. 


has ever been seen to take water. 
Nor is it capable of sweating; in 
hot weather it will lick its fur to 
cool itself. : ‘ 

One result of the lack of sweat 
is that the koala always smells 
very sweet, its only odour being 
that of eucalyptus from the 
leaves on which it feeds. 

In modern times one of the 
biggest handicaps to any ani- 
mal is the possession of a warm 
and durable fur, and. the koala 
bear has been one of these suf- 
ferers. ‘ 


For many years koala bears 


ing reached a peak after the 
first;world war, when in a per- 
jod of two years “more than 
200,000 died. 


Certainly koala fur is attrac- 
tive, warm and hard wearing, 
but you can no longer buy 4 
koala coat. After the little crea- 
ture had become exterminated 
from large areas of Australia, 
the government intervened and 
banned large-scale exploitation. 
To-day great care is taken of 
those that remain. 


But until quite recently it 
proved impossible to keep the 
koala in zoos for any length of 
time, even in its native Austra- 
lia. 


For years the reason for this 
has been surrounded in mystery. 
One difficulty was that it will 
eat only the leaves of eucalyp- 
tus trees, or gum trees as the 
Australians call «them, which 
made it useless to attempt to 
keep them except in places 
where fresh daily supplies of 
eucalyptus leaves could be pro- 
vided. 


This, however, was not the 
complete answer. In Australian 
zoos ample supplies of these 
laeves .were available for the 


were the same. A batch of cap- 
tive koalas would live quite hap- 
pily, perhaps for as long as nine 
months, and then within a per- 
iod of days or weeks they would 
all die. 


Post-mortem examinations gave 
no clue to the cause of death, 
for there were never any signs 
of disease. 

Recently, however, the mys- 
tery was solved by Ambrose 
Pratt, president of the Royal 
Zoological Society of Victoria. 
He was struck by the fact that 
death was* always sudden, an 
animal being perfectly fit one 
day and dead the next. This 


‘suggested that death was caused , 


by acute poisoning. 

He remembered, too, an 0oc- 
casion when seventeen koalas 
were brought to his zoo. Three 
of them escaped after a short 
time and took up residence in a

kept under observation. 

The fourteen that remained in 
captivity all died after a few 
months, but those that had es- 
caped stayed in their tree for 
three years. Then they were re- 
captured, only to die a few 
months later. 

During their years of freedom, 
however, Ambrose Pratt saw 
something that made him think. 
Up in the tree the three koalas 
seemed nearly always to choose 
old tough leaves instead of the 
juicy young leaves at the tips 
of the branches. 

In the zoo koalas were always 
fed on young leaves in the be- 
lief that these would be the most 
nourishing. Could it be that 
young eucalyptus leaves con- 
tained a poison that disappeared 
as@hey got older? 


Pratt decided to find out Sind 
the botanists could tell him about 
eucalyptus leaves. He learned 
that the young leaves of the 
sugar gum, one of Australia’s 
200-old kinds of eucalyptus trees, 
did, in fact, produce the deadly 
poisonous prussic acid during a 
certain period of ther develop- 
ment. Later, as they grew older, 
the prussic acid disappered, and 
they were no longer poisonous. 

But koalas would eat only the 
leaves of five kinds of gum trees 
and the sugar gum was not one 
of these. Unaware of Pratt's 
speculation, however, a group of 
Australian botanists had been 
earrying out further investiga- 
tions into the production of prus- 
sic acid in the leaves of other 
kinds of eucalyptus trees, and 
they found that the leaves of 
most varieties, including those 
eaten by the -koalas, produced 
prussic acid during their period 
of development. 

The answer to the koala mys- 
tery was now obvious. Left to 
their own devices, koalas al- 


leaves, whereas in the zoo they 
had to eat the poisonous young 
leaves or starve. 

Given an adequate supply of 
old leaves they could now be 
kept in captivity without fear 
of sudden death. As zoo’animals, 
though, they must still be main- 
ly confined to Australia, for only 
there do their favourite gum 
trees grow. However, when some 
koala bears were exported to 
America a special supply of 
leaves was sent with them. 

Most people seeing koala bears 
for the first time are struck by 
their resemblance to teddy bears. 
This is not surprising because 
the man who made the first 
teddy bear modelled it on va 
stuffed specimen of a koala bear, 
and named it after the famous 
American President Teddy Rose- 
velt, who was also a distinguish- 
ed hunter and naturalist.

pening or food in the pan before 


it is properly preheated. (Bacon 
is‘an exception to this.) Second, 
avoid too high heat; you may be 
able to fry at 25° F. less heat 
than the recipe says. 

Third, be sure you use enough 
shortening — 2 to 3 tablespoons 
for frying, except when baking 
griddle cakes, which have short- 
ening in the batter. And last, 
when you wash the fry pan, be 
sure to rinse thoroughly with hot 
water; if detergent suds remain 
on the pan, they will cause stick- 
ing.

Old Wrecks Wait 
Under The Sea 


Pieces of eight, gold ingots, 
fine jewels — all to be had for 
the searching! That is the sort of 
tribute that was to go from the 
New World to Spain more than 
300 years ago, and has Jain 
buried in the ocean, caught in 
the almost impassable reefs that 
guard the islands of Bermuda. 


There, only 25 or 30 feet deep, 


lie more than 100 wrecks, wait-- 


ing for those who can find them. 
Now, as they are being slowly 
uncovered, the rich facets of life 
aboard a far-travelled galleon 
are coming to light, galleons that 
bear the mark of Africa, China, 
Central America, and Spain. 
Teddy Tucker, a native Ber- 
mudian, whose family first came 
to the colony in 1616, is one of 
the treasure finders. Stocky, 
compact, with penetrating blue 
eyes, Teddy Tucker always has 
been interested in ships and the 


‘ sea. He “has never worked on 


land,” his wife says, In 1948, re- 
turning to Bermuda from sea 
duty, he started looking for 
wrecks, 

“More money has been thrown 
into the ocean looking for’ wrecks 
than has been recovered,” Teddy 
Tucker says, simply because peo- 
ple do not know what they are 
looking for. There is little help 
for the would-be treasure seek- 
er. 

“Old charts and accounts of 
wrecks are misleading because 
the judgment of distances was 
so poor. One wreck described as 
being three leagues (nine miles) 
away from shore, was only three 
miles away. Teddy Tucker had 
to get all his knowledge from 
experience, and it is very limit- 
ed, he modestly explains. 

Even if you are on top of a 
wreck, it is. not easily distin- 
guishable. Usually a pile of bal- 
last rocks is all that can be seen: 
sometimes there is some wood 
around, and if there is a cannon, 
that is fairly distinguishable. 

Cannons, however, were one 
of the first thirigs to be salvaged 
from a wreck of that period be- 
cause they were so valuable, 
were worth a good year’s pay, 
Mr. Tucker estimates. Anchors, 
worth about half a year’s pay, 
were also quickly salvaged, 
writes Isabel Fergusén in The 
Christian Science Monitor. 

Teddy Tucker has saved two 
cannons: one from a ship that 
sank in 1595; the other from the 
wreck he is at present uncover- 
ing, thought to be the galleon 
Vigo, which sank in 1637. 

The Vigo and the Galgo, a 
meat supply ship, were part of 
a 34-vessel Flotilla of the Indies; 
under the command of Don Ge- 
ronimo Gomez de Sandaval, 
which left Havana bound for 
Cadiz. In a “most awful storm,” 
so the record says, both ships 
sank off Bermuda. 


FOR FORMAL WEAR, 


Pieces of eight found in the 


‘ 
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recently discovered wreck were 
struck at the Potosi Mint in 
Peru during the reigns of Phil- 
ip I, 0, and III. These dates 
indicate that the wreck must 
have occured between 1621-44, 
when the coin dies were changed 
in the New World. 

Further evidence, the style of 
the ship and of certain weapons 
aboard — halberds, for example 
— helps to establish the date as 
1637. 

Ships leaving Spain for the 
New World would sail to the 
Cape Verde Islands, then across 
to Central America. On the way 
back, they would pass through 
the Caribbean and.up the North 
American coast as far as Hat- 
teras, then follow the Gulf 
Stream across to Bermuda. 


There they would stop for 
water and food (it is thought 
that pigs were left on the un- 
inhabited islands as early as 
1503) before making the long 
journey home. There many of 
the ships remained, caught by 
the reefs. 

Unexpected things are pre- 
served in the ocean. Teddy 
Tucker has found a resinous 
paint that is still usable, and 
a sealed pottery jar of water 
that, though smelling strong, 
was still drinkable. 

Daggers, rapiers, pieces of 
eight, bottles — things manufac- 
tured — were all coral encrust- 
ed, but gold, jewels, natural 
stoné, and unglazed pottery were 
free.‘A fine gold chain was pick- 
ed up, not more than five links 
at a time, and restored to 487 
links in all. 

Teddy Tucker works in con- 
junction with his two. brothers- 
in-law, Robert and Donald Can- 
ton. : 

They have a 52-foot boat, and 
their equipment includes a De- 
vilbiss compressor and Desco or 
Scott masks, that are connected 
by hose directly to the boat. In 
this way, they could stay under 
water from seven to eight hours. 
Usually they average five. 

Uncovering a wreck is a slow 
process, hard work, and not 
all glamour. The last wreck took 
four years. The present one will 
probably take two at least. 

Although he knows of many 


other wrecks in the Bermudian | 


reefs, Teddy Tucker does not 
leave one that he has started 
until all is disclosed. “If you 
did that, you would never know 
what was left behind,” he says. 

Is there any part of the work 
that Teddy Tucker finds tedi- 
ous? “No, I enjoy it all,” he 
exclaims. ‘

The lowly hound, man’s best 
friend, is often a useless -slob 
not worth his gravy, but I sup- 
pose the world is full of useless 
slobs who will now be stoutly 
defended by their owners. They 
will. be great pals,. wonderful 
watchdogs, faithful friends, etc. 
I probably have the most use- 
less slob of all, and nobody ever 
had it so good as he. 

I saw a typical, useless dog in 
action the other morning, when 
the pheasant season opened. I 
have mixed feeling about that 
day. Pheasants get in my hair, 
and eat the ducks’ feed, and 


_ cavort in our petunia bed by the 


back door, and yet I can't say 
I agree with the state fiat that 
makes them “game” birds. Our 
farm is ideal pheasant country, 
and whenever game wardens re- 
lease them in this general area 
they show up under -my barn. 

This year we had a flock of 
cight that were second-génera- 
tion birds — they were two years 
away from the state incubators. 
I got pretty well acquainted 
with these eight. Every night 
they would bed down in a clump 
of bushes back of the barn. Just 
before sundown we'd see them 
working across the field toward 
this haven, and everymorning 
just after sunrise we'd see them 
working away. I shuddered at 
what a couple of hunters with a 
bird dog would do on opening 
day if they got near that clump 
of bushes. 

So what I did was get up 
early and go out and disperse 
‘them, I just slammed through 
the bushes singing Men of Har- 
lech in the, Hollow and the 
pheasants took off. Some of them 
flew, and some of them squawk- 
ed and ran. Pheasants can run 
with their heads down and keep 
out of sight, but if they are 
foolish enough to fly they make 
a simple target, not at all like 
the ruffed grouse which zigs and 
Grouse are 
harder to shoot.Anyway, I fig- 
ured my pheasants were no 
jonger bunched, and hunters 
would have a little more trouble 
rounding them up, and J started 
back to the house. 

Then I heard low whispers, 
and around the barn came two 
stalwart hunters with a huge 
red dog. Hunters are always 
stalwart, but dogs may be any 
color. This dog was trotting 
sround with his nose out, a 
little tinkle-bell at his throat, 
and he was a handsome crittur. 
‘The hunters watched his every

Then this handsome dog 
went right through the clump of 
bushes from which I had flush- 
ed eight pheasants, and he never 
turned a hair. 

If he had possessed the slight- 
est ability as a bird dog, he’d 
have come to a point. However, 
he never showed any reaction to 
the situation, but went merrily 
back and forth, tinkling away, 
and he came out on the other 
side and moved on up the big 
field. 

The hunters, alert with their 
weapons at the ready, moved 
along with him, and I went in 
the house and had -breakfast. 
About ten o’clock the hunters 
came back. from the wilds, dog 
and all, and told me the birds 
had all moved out. 

While they were telling me 
this, the dog crouched exhausted 
at our feet, putting on a remark- 
able show of fidelity, devotion, 
and. unstinting service. He must 
have almost stepped on pheas- 
ants all along the orchard wall, 
but never knew it. But he had a 
master who would boast whal a 
good dog he was. Fine nose. 

Ighink most dogs are like that. 

They put up a great front and 
captivate your esteem, fooling 
you. We had a collie once who 
learned to set up a great touse 
when somebody came in the 
yard. He didn’t care if anybody 
came or not, but he found he 
was supposed to. His trouble was 
he couldn’t distinguish friend 
from foe. 

When some disreputable char- 
acter who might set fire to th 
barn approaches, it is nice for a 
dog to give an alarm. But if the 
lady next door stops by, a dog 
ought. to hold back, This one 
never held back,.and he’d rfish 
out barking away regardless. 
He often put my own mother 
up on a woodpile. “Great watch- 
dog you have there!” people 
would say, and the dog would 
wag his tail. 

Afterward, we scolded him so 
much about barking at old 
friends and relatives that’ he'd 
run out happily to escort tramps 
into the house. It was just that 
he was trying always to fool us 
into thinking he was good for 
something. ; 

Our present pooch, aging now, 
tas worked this into a wild 
publicity stunt. He sleeps on &@ 
‘pile of bags in the shed, and 
most of the time has no idea 
what’s going on at all. But he 
has to make out he’s protecting 
the property, so every once in 
a while he’ll leap up and rush 
out snarling and barking. He 
doesn’t know if anybody is there 
or not. Usually there is not. 

Once in a great while, by pur- 
est chance, somebody will be 
there, and this is a frightening 
thing for the dog. He goes all 
to pieces and looks ashamed. The 
other day he ‘did this, and I 
happened to be there and he 
nearly ran me down. He had 
been caught, barefaced, and was 
embarrassed. He was 
upset. 

I think most dogs are deceit- 
ful this way. They backslidé in 
their obligations, but keep you 
convinced devotion to duty is 
their chief concern. They’re good 
company, and know your weak- 
nesses, and play the game, and 
usually show they’re smarter 
than you think. I think the dogs 
have got our number. — By John 
Gould in The Christian Science 
Monitor.

From Slaughter 


A public outcry led by wiid 
life preserving organizations has 
saved the ‘seals of Macquarie 
Island. 

This bleak, rocky dot in sub- 
Antarctic waters, half way be- 
tween Tasmania and the Ant- 
arctic coast; is under the Tas- 
manian government's jurisdic- 
tion, and since 1933 has been 
maintained as an animal sane- 
tuary..But, from time to time, 
sealing companies invaded its 
peace, slaughtering the island’s 
elephant and fur seals for meat 


- and oil. 


At one period, 100,000 Mac- 
querie seals perished in a single 
season. One hunter used the hor- 
rible practise of driving them 
along a ramp, and into a cauld- 
ron, in which they were boiled 
elive for their oil. Such. slaughter 
1oused the indignation of the 
late Sir Douglas Mawsom, whose 
portests were mainly responsi- 
ble for the islang’s classification 
as a protected area. 

Now the elephant seal colony 
has largely reasserted itself, its 
present strength being about 
30,000,

A man once prayed in my home 
and at the same time was plan- 
ning to rob me. But when the 
Lord said of Saul, “Behold, he 
prayeth,” it was genuine prayer. 
The Lord was patient with Ana- 
nias and told him of the great 
work Saul would do, Ananias 
laid aside his prejudice and went 
into the house where Saul. was, 
still blinded with the light and 
said, “Brother SauJ, the Lord, 
even Jesus, that appeareth unto 
thee in the way as thou camest, 
hath sent me, that thou mightest 


‘receive thy sight, and he filled 


with the Holy Ghost.” Ananias 
showed his brotherly love and 
his belief in Saul’s genuine 
conversion.

Does He Rejuvenate 
Aging Humans? 


When Paul Niehans was a 
schoolboy in Bern, Switzerland, 
a somewhat awed teacher wrote 
his; father that “the power of his 
imagination can lead him to. the 
limits of himan knowledge.” It 
was’ an. apt prophecy, properly 
clouded. Today, Dr. Paul Nie- 
hans, 72, stands in shadowy 4nd 
controversial eminence at the 
fringes of medical knowledge. 

In his luxurious clinic near 
Montreux on Lake Geneva, Dr. 
Niehans has now injected more 
than 160,000 patients with the 
pulverized live cells of unborn 
animals, mostly sheep. For 27 
years, he claims to have achiev- 
ed spectacular “rejuvenations” 
and cures for a wide range of 
human ills, from kidney and 
cardiac disease to ‘ premature 
senescence and sexual impo- 
tence. His presumably satisfied 
patients include such famous 
names as Konrad Adenauer, 


“Somerset Maugham, the Imam 


of Yemen, and even Pope Pius 
XII,- whose recovery from a 
near-fatal illness in’1954 was 


. ascribed by many (the Pope 


included) to Niehans’ injections. 
Niehans’ methods have now 
spread throughout Europe. But 
to the American Medica] Asso- 
ciation, among others, he is a 
charlatan whose treatments may 
cause cancer, 

In the first full-dress biogra- 
phy of this remarkable man, 
published recently, French jour- 
nalist Giles Lambert has trouble 
remaining objective. Even in 
childhood, Niehans appeared 
larger than life: A brilliant stu- 
dent, champion athlete, and 
handsome swashbuckler who 
abandoned the ministry to. be- 
come a doctor, he once delight- 
ed fellow medical students in 
Zurich by coming to a mas- 


ter. 


After heroic service in World 
War I as a volunteer surgeon 
with the Swiss Red Cross on 
several .fronts; Niehans -became 
interested. in transplanting 
organs from animals to humans. 
In 1931, Lambert writes, he per- 
formed his first “gellular' trans- 
plant” on a dying woman — by 
injecting crushed cells from a 
newborn calf into her chest. The 
woman lived (she is alive today 
in Bern, age 90), and cellular 
therapy was launched. 

Today, at the secluded Nie- 
hans clinic, the “curists” (as pa- 
tients are called) may and often 
do remain incognito. They never 
see each other. Dr. Niehans,. tall 
and silver-haired and severe, 
visits each patient at the be- 
ginning of the four-day treat- 
ment and prescribes the injer- 
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home with his dad but when 
Jerry saw the other two with 
baskets and funny clothes he 
went off on his own account 
and got a basket and his thick 
sweater and was all ready to 
go. Leave him at home... nota 
chance!

There were also three small 
pumpkins, carved and scooped 
out by Grandpa. that went 
everywhere with them, even to 
the bathroom and to bed at 
night.

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“Ringer” Won The 
English Derby 
A horse entered for the Derby 


is “kidnapped” and its place in 


the race taken by an older and 
more experienced horse of sim- 
ilar appearance. The substitute 
duly wins the race, but the gang 
involved in the plot are unmask- 
ed before they can collect the 
huge sums they had expected to 

That sounds like the theme of 
a blood-and-thunder racing nov- 
el of the kind which everyone 


knows cannot happen in real 
life. 
But it did! 


True, it was more than 100 
years ago, When the regulations 
were more lax than they are 


now. But to this day “Running ~ 


Rein’s Derby” provides one of 
the most fantastic stories sport 
has to offer. 

The fact that a four-year-old 
won the 1844 Derby is fairly well 
known to racing fans. What is 
mot so well known is that the 
gang had already got away with 
exactly the same trick with the 


game masquerading horse a few 


weeks previously. 


Some sportsmen who suspect- 
ed trickery warned the author- 
ities then, but were not believed 
because they were unable to fur- 
nish proof. Not until the Derby 
had been won in similar circum- 
stances was their evidence in- 
vestigated and finally accepted. 

The plot had been carefully 
laid. It. had started three years 
earlier when, in 1841, a race. 
horse owner named Goodman 
told his trainer, Stebbings, to 
buy a colt foal or two “if you 
can pick them up cheap.” Steb- 
bings bought for £28 a colt de- 
seribled as “a bay with some 
white hairs on the forehead.” 
The colt, which was named Run- 
ning Rein, was taken to Good- 
man’s stables in* London and 

turned out into the pad- 
docks of a farmer named Bear at 


. Finchley. In due course he was 
_ entered for the Derby of 1844. 


Not. long after Running Rein’s 
arrival. at Finchley, Goodman 
went to Doncaster Sales with a 
farmer named Higgins, and there 
bought a yearling named Macca- 
beus—a bay ‘with a few white 
hairs on the forehead. It is un. 
certain whether this was a coin- 
cidence that gave Goodman an 
idea or whether he had already 
formed his plan, but his inten- 
‘tions soon became clear. 


Maccabeus was taken to Hig- 
gins’ farm near Northampton 
and put out to grass. A few 
months later he, too, was sent to 
Goodman's London. stables, 
where he remained for some 
time before being removed. 

The next development, in Sep- 
tember, 1842, was the arrival at 
the Epsom stables of a trainer 
named Smith of a bay colt that 
had some white hairs on its fore- 
head. The horse was described 
as Running Rein. 


Nine mofiths later came the 


first rehearsal for the grand 
eoup. Smith ran at the Epsom 


_ meeting a horse named Macca- 


beus. The stand-in was getting 
experience. 

The two animals were s0 alike 
that only by seeing them togeth- 
er could a stranger tell which 
was which, and Goodman and 
his confederates naturally did 
mot go out of their way to ensure 
that there was no confusion. 
Possibly both horses made & 
number of journeys between the 
paddock, at Finchley, and the 
training quarters at Epsom, but 
there are strong grounds for be- 
lieving that Running Rein never 
left Finchley from the time he 
arrived there. 

If the principals could have 


_kept their actions to themselves 
‘their plot might never have been’ 


discovered. But employees had 
the actual handling of Running 
Rein, or Maccabeus (or both!), 
and eventually rumours began to 
leak out. 

The story reached the ears of 
Lord George Bentinck, one of 
the leading sportsmen of the day, 
and when Running Rein was re- 
turned as the winner of a race 
at Newmarket a few weeks be- 
fore the Derby, Lord George 
raised an objection. on the 
grounds that the horse was not, 
in fact, Running Rein but some 
other. 

Now things began to warm up. 
The horse known as Running 
Rein found a new owner, an 
Epsom corn merchant, named 
Wood. Smith, who continued to 
train it, told him the sale was fo

Meanwhile, Lord George Ben- 
tinck and his friends continued 
investigating the history of Run- 
ning Rein. In doing so they dis» 

vered that another gang were 
working exactly similar lines 
with another horse, entered in 
the Derby as Leander. 

The anxious race stewards im- 
mecliately called for the identity 
certificates of the two horses, 
but the switches were so clever 

ev were still not convinced \of 
fraud, and announced that both 
should be allowed to run, with 
the proviso that if either won 
the stakes were to be withheld 
until a full inquiry had been 
held. ; 

Leander, however, caused 
them no trouble: He led the field 
of twenty-nine for half a mile 
and then Running Rein took 
over the lead. In passing, he 
kicked Leander’s offside hind leg 
and smashed the bone, That was 
the end of Leander, leaving Run- 
ning Rein two lengths clear of 
the field. 

His jockey held him in then,. 
and eventually he won by three- 
quarters of a length from Orlan- 
do, with Ionian two lengths away 
third. The stewards, anticipat- 
ing an objection, officially placed 
a fourth horse, Bay Momus. The 
objection to Running Rein was 
lodged, the stakes were with- 
held, and it was decided to settle 
the case in the courts. 

This took the form of an ac- 
tion “to decide whether a certain 
colt called Running Rein which 
ran in a certain race foaled in, 
184] whose sire was The Sad- 
dler and dam Mab.” The plain- 
tiff, Alexander Wood, the owner, 
said it was; the defendant, Col. 
Peel, owner of both Orlando and 
Ionian, said it was not. 

The case did not last. long. Col. 
Peel produced the man who had 
looked after Maccabeus at Nor- 
tharnpton, and who swore this 
was the horse now called Run- 
ning Rein. 

The judge ordered Wood, as 
owner of the horse, to make it 
avalable for inspection at 
Smith’s training quarters. When 
the experts arrived there Smith 
refused to allow them to see the 
animal unless Wood was also 
present. 

Smith had good reason for*his 
refusal. Though he did not say 
so, the horse was no longer in 
his stables. It had been removed 
without the owners knowledge. 

Next morning Wood told the 
judge he had been grossly de- 
ceived by his associates and did 
not wish to proceed with the 
case. So, a month later after the 
race, the Derby of 1844 was of. 
ficielly awarded to Orlando, 

Goodman, Bear, Higgins, and 
Smith ‘were all warned off the 
Tur? for life, and a group of 
admirers presented Lord George 
Bentinck with a piece of plate 
worth £300 for his work in ex 
posing the fraud.

So twenty-one-year-old Belin- 
da decided to start slimming. She 
gave up potatoes and bread, then 
she began living on liquids three 


. @ays a week. She also took 


slimming pills; Within four 
months she’ dropped /from 182 
Ibs. to 144 lbs. She started faint- 


ing, became depressed, unable ~ 


to sleep. She had to stay away 
from work. 

“It used to make me wild the 
way she would not eat,” said her 
father. “She took sandwiches to 
work and at home she would 
just pick at her food.” 

Belinda was prescribed sleep- 
ing tablets and received psy- 
chiatric treatment. But within a 


few weeks she was dead. Her - 


liver had been severely damaged 
by a drug which she had taken 
for slimming, said the coroner. 

Thousands of girls are risking 
their lives to-day by starving 
themselves in order to reduce 
weight. The trouble is they can't 
atop after losing a few pounds 
because they get what doctors 
eall a “slimming neurosis.” 

A fourteen-year-old girl dread- 
ed getting fat so she: practically 
stopped eating. For the whole 
of one month she ate- nothing 


“but eggs and apples. Her weight 


‘dropped by 2 Ib. a week. She 
became so thin and weak that 
she “wasted away” and died in 
hospital three months later. She 
had contracted pneumonia be- 
eause she refused to eat. 

But is this craze for a sylph- 
like‘figure really justified? There 


ds a great differerite between 


excessive overweight and pleas- 
ant plumpness. And some men 
‘prefer a plump girl. 

In fact, a fat girl has a better 
chance of finding a husband than 
a thin one, says Dr. R. W. Par- 
nell, research physician in psy- 
chological medicine at Oxford 
University, 

Giving a slap in the eye to the 
glamorous film star brigade, he 
says that buxom girls are marry- 
ing off far more easily than the 
alim, willowy types. 

According to Dr, Parnell the 
type of girl seen most often at 
the altar to-day is “fat, fairly 
muscular and shortish.” He rates 
her chances at ninety per cent. 
The thin, very tall girl apparen- 
tly stands only a sixty per cent. 
chance, 

A London girl's marriage 
¢crashed because she slimmed too 
much, Hazel was a fat and jolly 
238 lbs: when her boy friend, 
Allan, proposed, She determined 
that by the time they married 
she would lose a lot of that ex- 
cess weight. Her daily diet for 
a year consisted of a slice of 
toast, a dry biscuit and a lettuce 


‘leaf. ; 
On her wedding day she was 


down to 140 lbs. But three 


- months later they had parted. 


For Hazel’s personality had 
changed. along with her statis- 
tics: she was no longer the same 


girl to Allan. 
“Hazel's figure has altered 
everything,” said Allan. “She 


was a happy-go-lucky sort of 
person when we first met. I like 
fat people because they laugh

eourted.” 

Emotional troubles are not the 
only ones ¢aused by excessive 
giimming. Overdoses of certain 
slimming tablets can turn honest 
folk into sneak thieves, say doc- 
tors, There was the case of a 
224 Ibs. Crewe man who took 
drugs to reduce his weight. 

They brought him down to 168 
Ybs., but, said a psychiatrist, 
they also caused him to break 
futo a house, steal two passports,

Then suddenly the “Slim 
Look” came to Broadway and 
Allyn was too fat.

Six years of torture followed 
for Allyn. Every day she took 
slimming pills and kept to a 
near-starvation diet.

She jump- 
ed to her death from a fifth- 
floor window.

“What is needed is a_ simple, 
safe and sane food, drug or de- 
vice which will bring about loss 
of body weight by helping a per- 
son to cut down food intake 
without ‘damage. But that has 

ot yet been produced.” 

hat is being done in Britain? 
A Ministry of Health spokesman 
says that in June, 1958, a depart- 
mental ‘committee was appoint- 
ed to investigate drugs of addic- 
tion which might be habit-form- 
ing. The committee was. still 
hearing evidence and a report 
could not be expected until nex} 
year. . 

Fat people have been a sub- 
ject for mirth or scorn for far 
too long. One of the most cruel 
references to obesity occurred in 
a song a few years ago, “She's 
Too Fat For Me.” 

This craze for slimness is not 
world-wide. Go to Morocco, for 


instance, and you'll find they 


like their women fat. “My 
plumpness is @ real asset here,” 
said a Tangier socialite. “I am 
passing middle-age but men still 
look at me with admiration.” 

A Danish girl weighing 196 
Ibs., never had a single date in 
Copenhagen. But in Rabat she 
was pursued by wealthy young 
Moroccans who begged to take 
her out. 

In the South Seas, too, it’sa 
sign of beauty to be stout. This 
may be disillusioning if you be- 


‘Heve in those tales of ‘slim, 


sinuous South Sea maidens but 
it’s vouched for by Bengt Dani- 
elgsen, one of the Kon-Tiki crew. 

In his book, “Love in the 


South Seas,” he quotes Sir Basil 


Thompson, prime minister to the 
native King of Tonga at the 
close of the last century: “The 
perfect woman must be fat; her 
neck must be short... she must 
have no waist, and if nature has 
cursed her with that defect she 
must disguise it with draperies; 
her bust and hips and thighs 
must be colossal.” 

Of course, some people are too 
fat, and they should try to shed 
their loads. But they should do 
so by following a sensible diet, 
taking plenty of exercise, and by 
consulting their doctor about 
slimming pills. ; 

Far too many girls slim by 
skimping their meals, by living 
on coffee and toast. They be- 
come nervy and irritable, their 
work suffers and so does their 
appearance. 

As a result, they’re far less 
likely to become brides than the 
girls who stuff themselves full

Duck, like most poultry, may 
be roasted either with or with- 
out stuffing. 

Your stuffing base may be 
rice or bread or potatoes. Fruit 
is often added to duck stuffing, 
apples, prunes, and cranberries 
being most -often used. Celery 


and onion are also good to use 


in duck stuffing, and sometimes 
ducks are stuffed with sauer- 
kraut. ‘ * + 


Oven temperature for froast- 
ing duck should be about 325 
degrees F. throughout the cook- 
ing. Use a shallow pan, with no 
cover. Add no water. A good 
rule for the time of reasting 
is to allow at least 30 minutes 
per pound and then test for 
doneness. The duck is done 
when the thick portion of the 
drumstick feels quite soft when 
pressed, and the leg joint can 
be moved up and down easily. 
Because duck is fat, it needs no 
basting, but spread a glaze over 
your duck for the last 20 min- 


utes of baking.

2% cups sugar 


1 cup light brown sugar, 
firmly packed 

1 cup water

Paid Millions 


For Forged Art 


The greatest hoax in the his- 
tory of art began one day in 
1937, when a noted expert iden- 
tified a dusty painting found in 
the Paris apartment of a recent- 
ly deceased businessman as a 
genuine painting by the great 
Dutch artist, Jan Vermeer (1632- 
1675). 

For years afterwards, at some 
interval of time in each case, 
another “new Vermeer” would 
show up. Only a few experts 
ever expressed doubts that these 
were actual works by Vermeer, 
anid museums and collectors were 
delighted to pay vast sums of 
money for them, ranging from 
a quarter of a million dollars to 
a million and more. 

One of the nicest things about 
the hoax, when it was finally 
uncovered, was the fact that 
many of the persons who were 
duped were bigwig Nazi free- 
booters like Hermann Goering, 
no mean imposter in his own 
way. 

All sorts of people were in- 
volved an the great hoax, includ. 
ing bankers, but it wasn't until 
1945 that Hans von Meeveren, a 
Dutch painter whose own works 
were mediocre, contcesed that he 
had painted all #iose “long hid 
den Vermeers.” 

He went to jail in 1947, but 
nobedy could explain how his

Hong Kong — 
A City Unafraid

Hong Kong, the free world’s 
window on Red China, etches 
two ' overwhelmingly insistent 
impressions on the newcomer: the 
beauty of its harbor view and 
the bursting vitality of its thrée 
million citizens, Hong Kong har- 
bor’s loveliness is simply .breath- 
taking. It should be savored 
preferably. at night from a 
friend's balcony high on Victoria 
Peak, with wheeling stars above 
and the myriad lights of passen- 
ger ships, junks, sailboats, war- 
ships, tugs, and ferries reflected 
in the water below. : 

In the middle distance, behind 
Kowloon City, rows of blue lights 
pinpoint a runway thrusting over 
8,000 feet into the sea; in the far 
distance loom the dark shapes of 
Tai Mo Shan, over 3,000 feet 
high, and Ma On Shan; 2,300 feet 
high. ; 

The air is clear and cold on 
Victoria Peak at this time of year, 
and one is reminded a bit of a 
New England fall, though of 
course without the accompanying 
riot of gold and scarlet foliage. 
On the peak the homes are Eng- 
lish in the discreet neatness of 
their surrounding shrubbery and 
lawns. ; 


But as one descends to lower 
levels the colorful clangor of the 
city’s Chinese sections comes into 
its own. British-built Wolsely 
buses, painted a bright red, and 
green double-decker tramcars 
thread their way through streets 
crammed with trucks, Mercedes 
Benz taxis, scooters, bicycles, 
and innumerable private cars of 
all makes “(mostly European), 
not to mention rickshaws, and 
coolies jogging along with in- 
credible loads suspended from 
their stout bamboo poles. 


Walking along these bustling 
streets, dickering with merchants 
flicking abacus beads with light- 
ning speed, listening to street 
vendors’ cadenced cries, being 
jostled by children scampering 
after some well-heeled tourist. 
one cannot help reflecting, that 
here is a city which by every 
normal yardstick should have be- 
come extinct long ago. Its quietly 
efficient British Government 
seems anomalous in an era in 
which colonialism is out-of-date. 
A crown colony, Hong Kong sits 
right on the doorstep of Com- 
munist China, whose troops could 
march in any time they pleased. 

It lost almost all its traditional 
trade with China when the 
Communists took over 10 years 


’ ago, and today imports far more 


from the mainland than it exports 
to it. 

It is the most crowded city on 
earth — with almost three mil- 
lion people jammed into little 
more than 12 square miles. Hong 
Kong’s total area is 391 square 
miles. But most of this is an 
uninhabitable and uncultivable 


director of the John Innes Horti-

There, 3,000 feet up on this

Mountainous problems, of 
course, remain, and the starkest 
of them is  over-population, 
There’s a limit to Hong Kong's

As the men are chosen by the 
Bishop of London, Richard. Ban- 
croft, the groups take form for 
us.

Wanted To Saw. 
Manhattan In Two 


In 1824, when New York had 
a population of about 150,000, 
one of the favorite gathering 
places for men of leisure who 
liked to sit in the sunshine and 
exchange gossip and opinions 
was the Centre Market, at Grand,’ 
Baxter and Centre Streets. One 
of the principal bench warmers, 
and the most prominent of the 
men of opinion, was a retired 
carpenter and contractor named 
Lozier. 


He convinced all of his cron- 
ies that he and’ Mayor Stephen 
Allen had become alarmed about 
the condition of the island of 
Manhattan. 


They had decided, Lozier told 
his crowd, that the lower end of, 
the island was in danger of fall- 
ing into the Bay. So, he said, it 
was desirable to saw the island 
off, at Kingsbridge, on the nor- 
thern end, and then turn the 
island around. In this way, 
Kingsbridge would he where 
the Battery had been, and the

The story spread, and every- 
one believed it. Lozier went so 
far as to organize teams of la- 
borers and engineers who were 
to do the sawing, and large 
crowds of swimmers, who were 
supposed to turn the island 
around.

When he was not to be found, 
near the deadline he had Set, 
the hoax was exposed and a riot 
was narrowly averted.

A record milk pro- 
duction was reached last year 
at 18 billion pounds, with 6.1 
per cent going into cheddar 
cheese and eight per cent into 
concentrated milk products and 
ice cream.

In Ontario last year, 12.6 per 
cent of the milk produced went 
into cheese and 10.8 per cent 
into concentrated milk products. 
These figures are the highest 
for any province in Canada. 
Quebec is next in production, 
using 4.9 per cent and 7.7 per 
cent respectively. 


In 1938, there were 78,216,582 
pounds of cheese graded in On- 
tario and last year there were 
60,804,533 pounds.

There have been many famous 
literary imposters who claimed 
to have found manuscripts of 
known and unknown novels and 
plays by great authors, but none 
was so successful as 17-year-old 
William Henry Ireland who, in 
1796, forged Shakespeare docu- 
ments and complete plays, and 
then capped his fakeries by writ- 
ing a play — a bad one — and 
palming it off as a genuine work 
by the Bard of Avon. And it 
was actually produced in Lon- 
don, with the most eminent ac- 
tor of the time playing the lead. 


So widely accepted were these 
forgeries that Boswell knelt be- 
fore some of the purported 
manuscripts and before a lock 
of hair which Ireland claived 
was from the head of Shakes-

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Capnired Jail 
Single-Handed! 


The authorities in several 
American states felt considerably 
relieved when Tom Slaughter, 
the most notorious desperado in 
‘the South-West, was arrested 
near Sedan, Kansas, on October 
20th, 1920. They could not know 


then that Slaughter was soon to” 


build a reputation as America’s 
No. l-prison-escape expert, 


Slaughter was originally want- 
ed for robbing a state bank, but 
now there was a more serious 
charge against him. In a brush 
with police in Arkansas, he had 

t and killed a deputy sheriff. 

Slaughter lost no time i 
demonstrating his determination 
to escape. When being led away 
by his captors he wrenched him- 
self free and drew a revolver, 
but was disarmed before he had 
time to use it. 

Then, during his four-day trial, 
it was discovered that one of the 
window bars in his cell had been 
almost sawn through. A search of 
the cell revealed a collection of 
saws, knives and razor-blades. 

He was sentenced to life im- 
prisonment in the Little Rock 
penitentiary, and soon after his 


transfer there another escape plot 


was discovered and thwarted. 


Slaughter then decided to 
adopt a more subtle technique. 
He promised to be a model pri- 
soner and, as a demonstration of 
his “change of heart,” revealed 
the details of another prisoner's 
escape plan to the authorities. 

At the beginning of 1921, there 
was a change in the administra- 
tion of the penitentiary and the 
“reformed” Slaughter was trans- 
ferred to an open prison near- 
by. It was a costly mistake. 

For several months he played 
the role of gentleman convict. 
He gave no trouble, worked dili- 
gently and gave every indication 
of having knuckled down to pri- _ 
son authority. Nothing could © 
have been farther from the 
truth. The idea of escaping 
dominated his mind. 

In September, 1921, he staged 
a desperate bid for freedom. 
Somehow he obtained a revolver, 
and shot and killed one “trusty” 
guard and severely wounded two 
others before he was recaptured. 
‘Slaughter was tried for mur- 
der and sentenced to death. He 
was transferred to the death cell 
in Little Rock penitentiary and 
his execution date fixed for 
December 15th. 

For most criminals the story 
would have ended there. But 
Slaughter was no ordinary crook. 
Calmly, he set about preparing 
what was to be one of the most 
pda prison escapes of all 
t 

Only a dim light gleamed in

the death cell on the evening of 
December 8th, 1921. All was 
silent except for the ringing foot- 
steps of- patrolling -warders. At 


9.20 p.m. Slaughter called to his - 


guard that he needed an extra 
blanket because he did not feel 
well. 


The guard sent for a blanket 
and accompanied by a colleague, 
took it to the death cell. It was 
too big to go between the bars, 
0, while his colleague covered 
him, the guard unlocked the cell 
door. 

He had barely opened it when 
he heard Slaughter growl, “Drop 
that gun or I'll kill~ you.” The 
guard looked down to see a black 
automatic gtinting in Blaughter's 


. fist: 


The condemned man quickly 
disarmed the guards and forced 
them to walk ahead of him to 
the stockade. There he relieved 
the watchman of his pistol and 
locked all three prison officers 
in the cells. He then made for 
the prison hospital where a wo- 
man nurse was on duty. She 
was ushered out of the ward 
and forced to act as a shield for 
Slaughter as he made his way 
through the penitentiary. 


In this way he systematically 
disarmed and imprisoned every 
he encountered. On his 
antastic tour of the prison, 
Slaughter collected six convicts 
who chose to join him in the 
break-out. 

Marching in single file behind 
the nurse, the sinister procession 
made its way to the quarters of 
Warden E. H,. Dempsey. The 
warden, his wife and their three 
children, were herded from their 


“beds and,locked in the condemn- 


ed cell. 

Before incarcerating the war- 
den, Slaughter compelled him to 
give the outer guard the signal 
to open the prison gates. He then 
disarmed the astonished gate 
sentinel and marched him to the 
death cell, too 

Slaughter and his six con- 
federates were now the only 
free men in the entire peniten- 
tiary! 

Completely composed through- 
out the whole operation, the con- 
demned bandit was in no hurry 
to leave the jail. For five hours 
he ruled the prison enclosure and 
during this time he revealed an- 
other rarely-witnessed facet of 
his strange charact 

He took a pot of coffee to the 
death cell and distributed drinks 
to the warden and his family. 

Next Slaughter and his fellow 
convicts made for the prison 
atore. 

He and the others took their 
time selecting outfits of civilian 
elothes and changing from their 
prison garb. It was not until 
2.30 a.m. that the seven. made 
their getaway in Warden Demp- 
sey’s car and headed south. 

As soon as he heard them drive 
away, Dempsey shouted to some 
convicts above him to cut a hole 
in the ceiling. Then he climbed 
through and rushed to the office. 
The telephone wires had been 
cut, so a guard was dispatched 
to the nearest telephone to. alert 
the police. 

Five of the men with Slaugh-: 
ter were Negroes, all but one 
under death sentence. The sixth 
man was Jack C. Howard, who 
had been serving a three-vear 
term for forgery. 

On the evening of December 
9th the gang abandoned their es- 
cape car and made for some 
woods. They lit a fire and settled 
down for the night 

Slaughter had just dozed off 
when he heard Howard cal) him, 
Before he was properly awake 
three bullets. smashed into his 
body from Howard's gun 

Slaughter died instantly, a vic- 
tim of a cowardly attack from a 
man he had freed 

Howard later claimed that he 
arid two of the Negroes had hat- 
ched a plot to. kill Slaughter 
soon after | r the peniten- 
tiary Wells and Taylor had dis 


# 
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armed the other three Negroes 
as they slept, then Howard had 
fired the fatal shots. 

The Negroes not in the plot 
fled but were recaptured by a 
police party. Howard, Taylor and 
Wells collected all the guns to- 
gether and went to a near-by 
farmhouse to surrender. 


On the following day Slaugh- 
ter’s body was brought. out of 
the wood. He had been shot twice 
in the head and once in .the 
back. So great had been the pub- 
lic curiosity arounsed that the po- 
lice placed the body on a wagon 
and hundreds of sightseers were 
allowed to file past it. 

Apart from the puzzle of how 
the gun and ammunition has been 
smuggled in to Slaughter while 
he was in the death cell, one 
more intriguing mystery remains. 

Some weeks before his escape 
Slaughter had arranged to meet 
an insurance agent to tell him 


where he had hidden fhe loot © 


from his many bank hold-ups. 
The appointment was made for 
December 13th, two days before 
Slaughter was due to hang. 
—But Slaughter’s secret died 
with him. Somewhere in Arkan- 
sas, buried in a motor tire, he 
had hidden $600,000 worth of 
securities. So far as is known, it 
has never been found. 


Duck Hunting 
Code Of Safety 


Recommended by the inquest 
jury, investigating the accidental 


shooting in the recent Ander- 


son-Curtice incident, for distri- 
bution to all hunting licence ap- 
plicants. 


1, CHOOSE A CAPTAIN 


Duck hunters should decide 
who will be leader or captain 
Sof the shoot when hunting in 
pairs. or larger numbers. This 
should be done before entering 
the blind or hide. The most 
experienced hunter should be 
chosen arid if they are hunters 
of equal skill, the . position 
should be alternated from day 
to day. 


2. SIT CLOSE 


Hunters in a blind or hide 
should sit close enough to- 
gether when shooting in pairs 
so as to prevent either hunter 
from getting in front of the 
other hunter’s gun muzzle. 


3. RESTRICT YOUR FIELD 


The field of fire for each hunt- 
er in a blind or hide should 
be agreed upon before shoot- 
ing. The hunter’s field of fire 
should not overlap his partners 
by more than a 45° angle meas- 
ured from a centre line right- 


angled to the front or rear of 


the blind. 


4.REST GUNS SAFELY 
A gun should never be left in 
a position where the movement 
of a boat or a dog might cause 
it to fall down and discharge. 
5. NEVER FACE EACH OTHER 


Gun muzzles should be pointed 
away from other hunters at all 
times. 


6. SHOOT YOUR OWN BIRDS 


When hunting in pairs and a 


flight of ducks approaches 
from the right, the hunter on 
the right should take the rear 
of the flock and the hunter on 
_ the left should take the head. 
When the flight .approaches 
from. the left, this procedure 
should be reversed. 


Barnum Out Faked 
The Real Faker 


The Cardiff Giant, supposedly 
either a statue of great aatiquity 
or. the fossilized remains of an 
authentic giant who walked the 
earth of New York State in an- 
cient times, provided great ex- 
gitement and amusement for 
many years from the middle of 
the last century until close to 
the present time. 

George Hull was the origina- 
tor of the hoax. After hearin 
a revivalist preacher spea 
about the giants that once trod 
the earth, he obtained, near 
Chicago, a 5-ton block of gyps- 
um, a hard type of stone and 
had a sculptor make him “a 


naked giant.” He had the statue 
crated and shipped East. 
Then he buried in on. land 


owned by a cousin, outside the 
village of Cardiff south of Syra- 
cuse, New York. Some time later, 
his cousin dug it up and an- 
nounced his great discovery. 

P. T. Barnum, the great show- 
man, heard about the attraction, 
as did the entire country, and 
when the original faker, who 
was getting by with only a few 
persons expressing “doubt that 
this was a fossil of a giant, re- 
fused to sell, Barnum had a fake 
of his own made by a sculptor 
and exhibited it in his museum 
in New York. 

This is the only known ex- 
ample of two fakes being accept- 
ed simultaneously. A. real. fake 
and a fake fake.
